While the Peace River 
district still seems comparatively | 
clean, wild oats and ball mustard are 
all too plentiful and perennial sow 
thistle is now more frequently ob- 
served along the incoming railway 
than it was five years ago, At one 
town a square rod or so was noticed 
on a vacant lot in full view of the 
depot blooming blithely and all un- 
disturbed, Another plant occurred 
along the siding, where a plant or two 
of Canada thistle was keeping it com- 
pany in the same yard. Allowed to 
seed, these few scattering infestations 
may broadcast trouble to no end.

A seed house listing these “bulblets”

The important thing in dividing 
dahlias for planting is that an “eye” 
or two be left to each part of the 
tuber. The fleshy part of the tuber 
without gn eye will not grow. It is 
not necessarily the number of tuber- 
ous pieces that count but the eye 
with the tuber. Of course, it is ad- 
visable to leave enough tuber with 
each eye to sustain the growing dahlia 
shoot until rooting has taken place. 


3. Tulips do well in the North. The 
only set back they have experienced 
at the Substation was last year, when 
half the bulbs failed to emerge, prob- 
ably due to some rot. This can be 
taken as a very rare exception with 
this bulb; otherwise we highly recom- 
mend them for hardiness, One species 


of crocus has bloomed each spring 
for the last two or three years. In 
sheltered quarters we believe’ the 
hardiest species will winter, We also 
have one species of daffodil (nar- 
cissus) which has bloomed sparingly 
for the past two years, The bulbs

The fourth year of the crop testing 
pan in western Canada has just con- 
c.uded ita operations for the summer 
season, This plan, which started in a 
modest way with one line ele-

of Agriculture, has now been extended 
to take in five additional companies

This plan, as has frequently been 
explained, involves the selecting of 
samples of wheat from farmers’ 
wagons at country elevators and the 
growing of said samples at experi, 
mentai stations, universities and at 
selected points throughout the country, 
As maturity approaches these plots 
are carefully examined by experts, 


who determine the purity as to variety 
of the said samples and classify the 
material under test into three groups 
on the basis of its suitability for seed- 
ing purposes. These groups are desig- 
nated “A” “B" and “C”—"A" repre- 
senting that materia? which is prac- 
tically pure as to variety, and so suit- 
able for seeding purposes; “B" that 
which is reasonably pure only, and 
“C" group representing stock so badly 
mixed that it should not be used 
further as seed. 

During the inspection and classifica - 
tion of these plots a field day is held 
in order that farmers and elevator 
agents may have the advantage of the 
presence of the above mentioned ex- 
perts, who are always glad to explain 


differences between varieties and to 
point out the practical advantage to 
the farmer himself of using only the

was unaware of its good quality. 

Another interesting discovery has 
been that a very large percentage of 
the “A” lots have traced back directly 
to registered seed. Some of these 
lots, it was found, had been obtained 
as registered seed several years ago, 
but by reason of the inherent purity 
of this class of seed had retained a 
high degree of purity throughout the 
years. This incidentally is one of the 
best arguments that might be pre- 
sented in favor of the use of seed of 
high pedigree, 

One of the worthwhile developments 
of this undertaking is going to be that 
numerous districts will be developed 
in which practically all farmers will be 
growing the same _ variety, thereby 
providing sources of seed from which 
large quantities of relatively pure 
material may be drawn when required 
for relief or other purposes, 

The “crop testing plan” is the result 
of the vision of Mr. A. L. Searle, presi- 
dent of the Searle Grain Company, 
who, in 1929, considered that those 
who handled the farmers’ products 
could do much to assist in the im- 
provement of the quality of such 
products, hence in the enhancement of 
the income of the farmer, Consulta- 
tion between the Research Department 
of the Searle Grain Company and Mr. 
L. H. Newman, Dominion Cerealist, 
resulted in the “crop testing plan,” 
which this year has been carried out 
by the British America, National, 
Northern, Midland & Pacific and the 
Searle Elevator companies, together 
with the kind help and assistance of 
officials from the Dominion Seed 
Branch, the Experimental Farms, 
Universities, Provincial Departments 
of Agriculture, and the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association, all of whom 
have made valuable contributions to 
the work by analyzing accurately the 
thousands of samples growing

The National Committee on agri- 
cultural services ,after having studied 
the “crop testing plan,” and haying 
observed the results attained, have 
thought so highly of it that they have 
officially sponsored the plan and have 
given it every encouragement and 
assistance, which same encouragement 
and assistance, they have officially 
stated, they are ready to give to any 
and all who are prepared to devote 
time and energy in assisting towards 
the worthwhile object of the improve- 
ment of the quality of agricultural 
products of Canada.

all kinds have failed to fill to the ex- 
tent first anticipated and the total 
yield of wheat and other grains will 
be glow normal in this territory, 
which is usually productive of good 
crops. There is also a shortage of 
feed in many localities in this area. 


In the north central area which cen- 
ters upon Edmonton, in which heavy 
yields of all grains have been antici- 
pated, a frost, registered on the night 
of August 22, did damage to uncut 
and unripe crops. The area affected 
was from Athabasca on the north to 
below Red Deer on the south and from 
some miles west of the C, & EK, 
to the eastern boundary of the prov- 
ince, and the frost varied in intensity 
from five to ten degrees. On the 
night of August 40 a further frost was 
registered in the area from Edmonton 
east and northeast, but of lighter de- 
Bree, While it is impossible accur- 
ately to estimate the extent of damage 
to wheat crops until threshing is 
under way, the general indication at 
present is that there was @ large area 
of wheat which will suffer in quality 
to the extent of to two grades, 
South and southeast of Edmonton a 
00d deal of the wheat was either cut 
or fully ripe, but individual fields un- 
doubtedly suffered some damage. In 
the districts just west and northwest 
of Edmonton, and to the north, north- 
east and east, as far as the border, 
the damage appears to have been 
somewhat greater, Much of the grain 
in these districts was #tili uneut, and 
some of the wheat crops were rather 
badly frozen, while oats and barley 
crops have apparently suffered heay- 
ily In addition, potato fields and 
garden stuff were considerably dam- 
aged. 

Peace River districts have escaped 
frost thus far and harvesting is being 
rushed to conelusion, with every pros- 
pect that the crop will be one of the 
best ever taken off in that country

With respect to coarse grains, while 
the area seeded in the province this 
year was larger than that of last year, 
the total yield is likely to be some- 
what leas, due to drought conditions in 
the south and the frost in the central 
areas, Oats for seed will be a short 
crop.

PROTECTING PRODUCER AND 


CONSUMER 
Price cutting through misrepresen- 
tation of quality is effectively con- 


trolled in Canada so far as eggs are 
concerned through the rigid applica- 
tion on consuming markets of the egg 
grading regulations. The egg inspec- 
tion staff of the Poultry Services of 
the Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture is constantly guarding the in- 
terests of the producer in this respect, 
Since the first of the present year 
twenty-eight prosecutions have been 
conducted against wholesale and retail 
distributors in the larger centres for 
misrepresentation of grade. All these 
prosecutions were successful and fines 
were levied in each instance. The 
minimum fine under the Egg Regula- 
tions is $25 and the maximum $500. 

The Canadian Egg Grading Regula- 
tions were designed with one major 
object in view, namely, to improve 
prices and marketing conditions in the 
interests of producers. In the various 
activities of the egg inspection service 
none is regarded as more essential 
than that of preventing eggs of an in- 
terior grade being sold under a higher 
«vade at reduced prices, 

The majority of wholesale and retail 
distributors of eggs in Canada make 
an honest effort to sell eggs under 
their proper grade. Occasionally, 
however, in the stress of business 
competition, an attempt is made to 
gain trade through offering at reduced 
prices eges which are represented to 


be of the highest grade but which 
really are of inferior quality, There 
is, also, a certain class of traders with 


whom such practices are common, If 
a constant check on misrepresentation 
of this nature was not maintained, the 
result would be a continual decline of 
ese prices, 

The quality and grading of exes in 
wholesale and retail stores is subject 
to continual supervision by officers of 
the Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture ese inspection service, Where 
exes are below grade they are re- 
quired to be regraded or marked with 
thelr proper grade name, Shipments 
from a wholesaler to a retailer, when 
found below grade, are required to be 
returned to the seller. Where infrac- 
tions are continued or flagrantly de- 
liberate, legal action is taken, This 
constant vigilance on the part of 
Canada's ege inspectors has made the

apt to take advantage of them to 
escape from his duties both at home 


and in school, 

Every school owes its children pro- 
tection against disease while they are 
in school, Parents should take their 
part in this effort to keep their chil- 
dren well, They can begin by having 
their children vaccinated against 
smallpox and immunized against diph- 
theria before they send them to school. 


Any child who appears to be unwell 
or who shows symptoms which arouse 
suspicion of a communicable disease 
is sent home from school, This is not 
only in the interests of the child who 
should be in bed but is also for the 
protection of the other children, to 
whom he might spread disease if he 
is coming down with one of the com- 
mufftcable diseases, 

The school can only do its own 
part, and if the communicable diseases 
are to be kept out of school, then 
parents must see to it that when their 
child is coughing or sneezing, when 
he does not eat, or when he has a sore 
throat or a rash, he is not sent to 
school. Bed is the place for the child 
who is unwell. If he is going to be ill, 
he is much less likely to suffer as 
severely from his illness if it develops 
when he is at rest in bed. 

Most schools provide for the medical 
examination of their children at regu- 
lar intervals, It is the responsibility 
of the parents to give prompt atten- 
tion to the correction of any defects 
which may be found. Poor eyesight, 
diseased tonsils, enlarged adenoids, 
poor hearing, and decayed teeth are 
conditions which definitely handicap 
the chila in his school work; predis- 
pose him to serious complications if he 
becomes ill, and often cause heart dis- 
ease or other similar conditions in 
later life. Give your children a chance 
for good health hy working with the 
school in its eftorts to improve the 
health of the children. 


BABY SLEEPS 


Babies cry because crying is one of 
the few ways they have of expressing 
their feelings, or of securing the atten- 
tion they need. Just how often or for 
how long a baby will cry will depend 
upon a number of things, 

The new-born 
the 


* 

baby sleeps most of 
time, waking only to be fed and 
then going off to sleep again. As the 
child grows older, he sleeps less, and 
if he is to sleep throughout the night, 
then he must be trained, from birth, 
in regular habits of sleeping, feeding, 
elimination and bathing. It is much 
more simple to establish the proper 
habits from the first than to have to 
correct bad habits later on, 


The baby will not sleep regularly 
unless he has other daily habits which 
are also regular. “Feed by the clock” 
is good advice which might be extend- 
ed to bed-time, bathing and elimina- 
tion. It is helpful to the child’s devel- 
opment to have these habits estab- 
lished early so that they become 
second nature to him, requiring no 
attention, and leaving him free to 
develop other activities. 


The baby who is upset when feeding 
time comes is apt to swallow a great 
deal of air with his food; this may 
mean that he will not secure suffi- 
cient food, and the result is a restless 
sleep after such a feeding. Holding 
the child over the shoulcer and gently 
patting his back helps to expel the air 
from the stomach, 

Keeping him warm enough, but not 
too warm, and turning him so as to 
give him a change of position, encour- 
age sound sleep, The baby has not 
the same ability as the adult to adjust 
the body temperature, hence the im- 
portance of providing him with just 
the right amount of clothing and cov- 
ers, depending upon the temperature. 
The baby who is over-clothed is irrit- 
able and restless because he is un- 
comfortable, 

Colic gives rise to severe pains; it 
is due to an irritation of the bowel 
from some cause, The baby with colic 
usually lies with his legs drawn up, 


and the pain gives rise to piercing 
cries, Bowel movement gives relief, 
and the baby will be willing to take 


some food, 

A cold in the head not only Iinter- 
feres with breathing, but, in the case 
of the baby, it interferes with his 
suckling, so it is to be expected that 
his sleep will be restless if he has a 
cold, Fever is another cause of poor 
sleep. As previously stated, the con- 
tro! of body temperature is not well 
exteblished in the baby, and so babies 
run high temperatures very readily.

FEARS 

Unless you have a good memory of 
your early life, you will have for- 
gottén the fears which beset you os a 
child, making your Hfe miserable and 
unhappy at times, According to cer- 
tain authorities, the child is born with 
but two fears--that of loud noises 
and that of the loss of physical sup, 
port. It would appear that most fears 
are aequired or developed, 

A feeling of insecurity is the under- 
lying cause of many fears, while, on 
the other hand, feelings of security 
banish fears. If the adult expresses 
or shows concern over something, the 
child will sense danger in the happen- 
ing which caused the concern. So it 
in that the child builds up his fears 
from parental attitudes and from the 
influences of the behaviour of other 
adults 

We are concerned over a child's 
fear of the dark, or of animals, or 
over his shyness and timidity, because 
these fears and attitudes are symptoms 
or signa of an unhealthy mental de- 
velopment which, unless it is cor- 
rected, will bring the child into adult 
life as & comparatively unhappy per- 
son, Who is restless, sensitive, in-

Because of their fears children have) 
bad dreams or night terrors. It is 
easy to say that these are due 
indiscretions in diet, to excitement 
over-fatique. Such physical states 
do interfere with the child's normal 
rest and may cause dreams, but the 
real night terrors experienced by the 
child arise out of fears. When asueh 
eases are looked into, it will be found| 
often that the child has had some 
frightening experience, but, more 
commonly, that an adult has threat. 
ened him in some way. 

Parents and others often resort 
threats as & Means for stopping 
habits, For example, a father may 
say, “Do that again and I'll cut your 
hands off.” The child goes to sleep, 
and in his sleep, the fear aroused by 
such threats from an adult who to him 
is all-powerful and able to carry out 
his threats becomes a reality, and his 
night terror is a dream that the threat 
is being applied to him. 

We should strive to help children by 
developing their ability to face new 
situations through an understanding, 
and this means that parents must te 
the time to give an honest explanation 
of each new situation to the child, 
Give your child security by becoming 
for him a dependable source of in- 
formation and assuring him of a sym- 
pathetic consideration of his problems,

SPINACH HOME-COOKED AND | 
CANNED 


Although the word

To be of the best food value, 


spinach should reach the table within 
a few hours of picking. The longer it 
held after cutting, especially if 
allowed to wilt, the less tender it be- 
comes and there is some loss of food | 
value. If the leaves are exposed to 
the sun's rays after picking, the vita- 
min content is affected. Fresh, home-

grown spinach is the highest in food 
value, tenderness, and flavor, but un- | 
less spinach is used while young and 
tender it develops acridity. The ten- 
der inner leaves may be used for 
salad, imparting a pleasing flavor, 


To avoid loss in cooking, steaming 


is recommended, and spinach may 
also be cooked in its own juice in a 
stew pan over a slow fire. It should 
be heated gradually to extract the 
juices and be cooked 25 minutes, A 
little sugar sometimes improves the 


flavor of old spinach. As spinach has 
a high percentage of water in its com- 
position, care should be taken, if too 
much water has been added, to drain 
very slowly. This, of course, entails 
the loss of the best part of the 
spinach in the water, and that is why 
steaming is recommended. 

While it is true that fresh, 
grown spinach is ef the highest food 
value, it is also a fact that unless the 
housewife is an export cook more of 
the essential elements of spinach will 
be found in the commercial canned 
variety than can be obtained by home- 
cooking. The reasons are many. Heat 
is destructive to several vitamins, but 
by the scientific methods employed in 
canning, the splendid sources of| 
vitamin A, or any of the other vita- | 
mins, remains in the contents of the 
can, Vitamin A is essential to the! 
growth of the young. It.also aids the) 
assimilation and digestion of essen- | 
tial minerals, and the total absence of 
vitamin A causes cessation of growth, | 
wasting and lowered resistance to in- 
fections. Loss of vitamin content in 
cooking due to oxidation, which | 
heat hastens. In commercial canning | 
this is effectively avoided by exhaust- | 
ing the air from the cans before cook- 
ing. Further, canned spinach has 
more vitamin C than raw orange | 
juice. This is important because | 
vitamin C, which prevents scurvy, is | 
very sensitive to heat and is readily 
destroyed by boiling. The absence of 
vitamin C causes seurvy in four 
months, Its shortness produces ill- 
health, characterized by sallow, muddy 
complexion, loss of energy, fleeting 
pains in joints and limbs, especially in 
the legs,
